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What Does Handling 
Cost You? 


A critical, unbiased lock at your 
total costs for material handling, 
packaging and shipping may sur 
prise you. It’s impossible, of course, 
to list here all costs that should be 
considered. But, to simplify the 
job, try to put dollar figures—or 
percentages—on the cost of every 
move of every item that goes in, 
through and out of your company. 
Naturally, cost of equipment which 
does nothing but handle materials 
—fork trucks, conveyors, cranes, 
racks, and the like—should be 
tagged material handling. But 
there'll be other machinery costs 
not so easily seen as handling or 
packaging costs. 

When it comes to labor costs, 
you'll need especially keen judg- 
ment. Lean on the side of mate 
rial handling, though—don’t be 
afraid to lay these charges where 
they belong—and you'll probably 
come up with a close answer. 

Your cost figures will probably be 
as good, if not better, than anyone 
else’s. There is still no standard 
method for reporting material han 
dling and packing costs. Here are 
some notes for comparison: 


® Firms that mainly warehouse 
and distribute goods say their han 
dling, packaging and shipping costs 
run higher than 75 percent of their 
total operating costs. 

@ A non-ferrous mill has reported 
labor for material handling accounts 
for about 40 percent of its payroll. 
® Consultants find material. han- 
dling costs run up to 50 percent ol 
operating costs in a variety of 
dustries. 

@ Utilities’ handling costs can be 
15 percent of inventory costs.
